You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Columbia 

Town  Hall  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  March,  next,  at 

7:15  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the  following 
subj  ects : 

Article  1 :  To  vote  to  bring  in  ballots  for  election 
of  Town  Officers  to  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Article   2:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  its 
Selectmen  to  appoint  all  other  Town  Officers  as 
required . 

Article   3:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  for  Town  Charges 
for  the  ensuing  year.

Article  18:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $33,000.00  for  solid  waste 
disposal  and  recycling. 


Article  19:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  disposal 
of  septic  waste. 

Article  20:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,600.00  for  the 
Colebrook  Library. 

Article  21 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  appraisal 
upkeep. 

Article  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $850.00  for  maintenance 
of  the  Tax  Map. 

Article  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  accept  private  donations  of  land, 
interest  in  land  or  money  to  be  deposited  into  the 
conservation  fund  for  the  purpose  of  contributing  to 
the  local  matching  portion  required  for  acquiring 
conservation  land  or  for  permanent  conservation  use 
under  State  and  Federal  programs,  and  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  for  and  accept  the  State  and 
Federal  matching  funds  for  the  purposes  of  acquisition 
of  the  fee  or  lesser  interest  in  conservation  land. 
Said  appropriated  or  donated  funds  and  State  and 
Federal  matching  funds  may  be  expended  by  majority 
vote  of  the  conservation  commission. 

Article  24:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  incur  debts  for  temporary  loans  in 
anticipation  of  the  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year  and  pay 
such  debts  out  of  tax  money  when  same  is  received. 
This  authorization  in  accordance  with  RSA  33:7  shall 
remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  vote  of  the 
municipal  meeting. 

Article  25:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  for  State  and  Federal  Funds  and  to 
apply  for,  contract  for,  and  accept  aid  relative  to 
disasters  and  incur  debts  for  temporary  loans  for  same 
should  the  need  arise. 


Article  26:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive  and 
expend  federal  and  state  grants  which  may  become 
available  during  the  course  of  the  year,  in  accordance 
with  RSA  31:95-b  and  also  to  accept  and  expend  money 
from  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to 
be  used  for  purposes  for  which  the  municipality  may 
legally  appropriate  money. 

Article  27:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real 
estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's 
Deeds  by  sealed  bid  or  public  auction,  as  justice  may 
require.   This  authorization  in  accordance  with  RSA 
33:7  shall  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  vote 
of  the  municipal  meeting. 

Article  28:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  following  amendment  as  proposed  by  the  Columbia 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance: 

Insert  the  following  definition  on  page  3,  Item  1, 
"Definition  of  Terms": 

"Recreational  vehicle"  means  a  vehicle  which  is 
(a)  built  on  a  single  chassis;  (b)  400  square  feet 
or  less  when  measured  at  the  largest  horizontal 
projection;  (c)  designed  to  be  self-propelled  or 
permanently  towable  by  a  light  duty  truck;  and  (d) 
designed  primarily  not  for  use  as  a  permanent 
dwelling  but  as  temporary  living  quarters  for 
recreational,  camping,  travel  or  seasonal  use. 


Article  29;   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  following  amendment  as  proposed  by  the  Columbia 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance: 

Insert  the  following  regulation  on  page  3, 
Section  D: 

Recreational  vehicles  placed  on  sites  within 
Zones  Al-30,  AH,  and  AE  shall  either  (i)  be  on 
the  site  for  fewer  than  180  consecutive  days, 
(ii)  be  fully  licensed  and  ready  for  highway  use, 
or  (iii)  meet  all  standards  of  Section  60.3 
(b)(1)  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program 
Regulations  and  the  elevation  and  anchoring 
reguirements  for  "manufactured  homes"  in 
Paragraph  (c)(6)  of  Section  60.3. 

Article  30:   To  transact  any  other  business  which 
may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

March  9,  1993

The  Columbia  School  District  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:50 
P.M.  by  Margaret  Sails  who  then  turned  Moderator  duties  over  to 
special  Moderator  Robert  Gooch,  Jr. 

Article  1:  Results  of  the  Columbia  School  District  election 
held  earlier  in  the  day  were  read  as  follows:

School  Treasurer      Barbara  Killam    87  votes 

Article  2:  Moved  by  Mary  Lou  Placy  and  seconded  by  Roger 
Deblois  that  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board,  Truant  Officers 
and  fixed  compensation  of  any  other  Officers  or  Agents  of  the 
District  be  the  same  as  printed  in  the  School  Report.  The 
motion  carried. 

Article  3:  Gail  Mitchell  moved  that  the  reports  of  Agents, 
Auditors,  Committees  or  Officers  of  Columbia  School  District  as 
set  forth  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  District  be  accepted  and 
placed  on  file.  Bradley  White  seconded  the  motion  and  the 
article  passed  as  written. 

Article  4:  Motion  made  by  Lori  Berry  and  seconded  by  Ginette 
White  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  application  for, 
receive  and  expend  in  the  name  of  the  District,  such  advances, 
grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  be 
forthcoming  from  any  source  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of 
RSA  198:20b.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 
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Article  5:  Mary  Lou  Placy  moved  that  the  School  District  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $712, 130.00  (Seven  hundred  twelve 
thousand,  one  hundred  thirty  dollars)  for  the  support  of 
schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  School  District 
Officials  and  Agents  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  District  and  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  all  revenues,  the  balance  to  be 
raised  by  taxation.     Bradley  White  seconded  the  motion. 

Much  discussion  ensued  concerning  Columbia's  loss  of  foundation 
aid  for  the  1993-94  school  year. 

Fred  Foss  explained  the  effect  of  "0"  (zero)  for  effort  being 
entered  into  the  Augenblick  formula  and  he  explained  a  proposed 
State  Law  (House  Bill  193)  intending  to  prevent  any  town  from 
receiving  less  aid  than  the  previous  year,  but  indicated  the 
seven  odd  million  price  tag  meant   little  chance  of  passage. 

Fred  suggested  the  possibility  of  School  Board  suing  State  for 
our   lost  $300,000. 

Kennth  Parkhurst  pointed  out  that  the  Administration  and  Board 
was  warned  in  1991  of  the  consequences  of  allowing  an  effort  "0" 
to  be  entered   in  Augenblick  formula. 

Paul    Allen   responded  that  he  perhaps   should  have  moved  on   issue 

sooner   or    been    "more   on   his    toes"    but   claimed  he  received  no 

warnings  or  indication  from  Concord  that  Columbia  could  lose  its 
entire  aid  package. 

Isabel  le  Parkhurst  asked  for  and  received  explanation  as  to  how 
Columbia's  share  of  District  expenses  was  figured.  Isabelle 
pointed  out  that  this  is  the  first  time  Columbia's  share  is  more 
than  Stewartstown ' s. 
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Paul  Allen  advised  against  delaying  action  on  the  budget. 

Eric  Stohl  commented  on  the  yo-yo  effect  the  Augenblick  formula 
will  now  produce  and  Fred  Foss  responded  that  in  two  years  a  72% 
cap  will  apply. 

David  Kill  am  asked  Fred  Foss  what  action  the  town  could  take  to 
give  Fred  more  leverage  in  dealing  with  this  matter  at  the  State 
level.  Fred  answered,  no  action  other  than  support  for  possible 
legal  moves. 

Roger  Deblois  raised  the  issue  of  Colebrook  voters  dissatisfac- 
tion with  area  agreement. 

Mary  Lou  Placy  and  Edward  Poulin  affirmed  that  such  is  "off  the 
cuff"  reaction  of  unversed  individual  voters  but  that  the 
Colebrook  Board  stands  behind  the  agreement. 

Moderator  Robert  Gooch,  Jr.  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  5  and 
motion  to  raise  $712, 130.00  (seven  hundred  twelve  thousand, 
one  hundred  thirty  dollars)  for  schools.  The  article  passed  by 
voice  vote. 

Article  6:  Fred  Smith  made  a  motion  to  ask  the  School  Board  to 
pursue  legal  action  concerning  loss  of  foundation  aid.  Dale 
Simpson  seconded  and  the  motion  passed. 

Paul  Allen  then  advised  that  any  attorney  to  be  hired  be  a 
specialist  in  school  law. 

Isabelle  Parkhurst  made  the  motion  the  meeting  be  adjourned 
without  day  or  date  at  9:50  P.M.  Mary  Lou  Placy  seconded  and 
the  vote  was  affirmative.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
COLEBROOK  &  COLUMBIA 

The  major  renovations  prior  to  the  start  of  the  1992-1993  school  year 
took  place  at  the  primary/elementary  sites.  The  heating  system  was 
upgraded  and  a  sewer  ejector  system  installed.  In  the  primary  building, 
fire  prevention  and  safety  was  improved  by  installing  fire  doors  and 
walls,  improving  stairs  and  closing  in  stairwells. 

Several  personnel  changes  took  place  also: 

Alicia  Boire,  Business  Ed  for  Eleanor  Lyons 

Julie  Davis,  Gr.  6  Language  Arts  for  Linda  Cavanaugh 

Steve  Douglas,  Gr.  7-8  Language  Arts  for  Kim  Rizio 

Dan  French,  Social  Studies  for  Chip  Weatherbee 

Cindy  Hall,  Music,  for  Carl  Swain 

Cindy  Kittredge,  Art,  for  Becky  Wright 

Mike  Pelletier,  9-12  Counselor,  for  Alice  Tunny 

Craig  Reese,  Grade  5,  as  Gr.  5  expanded  to  3  sections 

Teri  Heishman  left  and  Gr.  1  was  decreased  to  2  sections 

Camille  Riek,  Social  Studies  expanded  to  full  time. 

Richard  Irwin,  teaching  half-time,  retired. 

In  other  significant  changes,  students  in  Grades  1  -  8  finally  got  to  eat 
school  lunch  at  their  own  schools  as  the  new  satellite  program  began 
January  4th.  In  a  break  from  tradition,  the  Class  of  1993  graduated  on  a 
Sunday  afternoon.  Also,  a  chemical  free  graduation  party  was  held. 
These  changes  appear  to  have  been  met  with  community  approval. 

At  the  District  meeting,  public  supported  kindergarten  was  defeated  after 
lengthy  discussion  and  voters  supported  an  amended  version  for  teacher 
raises  -  no  increase  for  1992-1993  and  570,000  for  1993-1994,  which 
eventually  became  the  negotiated  agreement. 
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Blandine  Shallow  and  Pam  Bunnell  chose  not  to  run  for  re-election  to  the 
school  board;  Howard  Weber  and  Linda  White  were  elected  to  3  year  terms. 
In  Columbia,  Eric  Stohl  replaced  LaVerna  Cass,  who  chose  not  to  run. 
Also,  in  Columbia,  the  District  was  informed  that  it  would  receive  no 
Foundation  Aid  Funds  for  FY  '94  due  to  a  previous  school  tax  effort  of  0. 
Representative  Fred  Foss  spent  considerable  time  talking  with  a  variety 
of  state  officials  and  finally  got  agreement  from  the  Attorney  General's 
office  that  the  Department  of  Education  interpretation  and  ruling  was 
wrong.  Columbia  got  over  $377  thousand  dollars  after  the  adjustment,  so 
all  say,  "Well  done,  Fred!" 

In  another  "Well  done".  Buddy  Trask  was  named  Class  S  Athletic  Director 
of  the  Year. 

As  the  school  year  came  to  a  close.  Lew  Mello  resigned  as  S  A  U 
#7  Business  Administrator  to  take  a  similar  position  in  S  A  U  #30 
(Littleton  area).

A  summary  of  the  Special  Education  Services  provided  to 
students  of  S  A  U  #7  is  provided  on  the  attached  pie  charts. 
These  charts  include  the  number  of  students  served,  the  number 
of  students  in  each  eligibility  category,  the  number  of 
elementary  and  high  school  students  served,  the  number  of 
preschoolers,  and  the  number  of  students  in  each  of  the 
different  school   programs. 

An  overview  of  the  information  shows  a  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  special  needs  students  compared  to  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  preschoolers  served  actually  decreased  by 
one-third  over  last  year.  The  most  significant  increase  of 
special  needs  students  was  seen  in  the  Colebrook  School 
District. 

The  1992  -  1993  school  year  would  best  be  characterized  as  a 
year  of  stability.  The  Special  Education  staff  had  its  lowest 
turnover  rate  in  a  number  of  years  and  the  number  of  students 
served  remained  relatively  the  same. 

More  stability  was  also  achieved  by  providing  alternative 
programs.  For  example,  the  1992  -  1993  school  year  saw  the  full 
implementation  of  Section  504  requirements.  This  program  allows 
for  special  services  to  be  given  to  students  who  are  not 
considered  "educationally  disabled".  Section  504  provides 
instructional  supports  to  include  special  education  and  related 
services  to  students  who  are  "physically  or  mentally  disabled" 
but  do  not  have  significant  academic  deficits. 

An  alternative  vocational  program  was  also  established  for 
students  ages  18  -  21.  This  program  allows  the  school  to 
transition  students  from  the  school  to  adult  life  by  providing 
employment  training,  community  integra-  tion  and  daily  living 
skills  training.  A  full  complement  of  special  education  and 
related  services  were  provided  to  the  special  needs  students  to 
include  speech,  occupational  therapy,  counselling,  as  well  as 
adaptive  physical  education,  and  orientation  and  mobility 
training. 

It  is  my  firm  belief  that  this  year  of  stability  was 
accomplished  by  maintaining  an  Early  Intervention  Program  and  by 
providing  consultation  for  instructional  interventions  to 
address  educational  concerns  before  they  become  a  serious 
barrier  to  the  students'    educational   progress.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

A  school  health  program  develops  a  continuum  of  health  care  for 
students  by  providing  for  prevention,  maintenance,  detection  and 
referral.  Good  health  is  essential  to  effective  living  and  is 
an  important  goal  of  education. 

The  following  services  are  provided  on  an  annual  basis. 

1.  A  complete  health  record  is  kept  for  each  student  and 
parental  cooperation  is  essential,  so  any  new  medical 
data  is  greatly  appreciated. 

2.  Heights  and  weights 

3.  Vision  Testing.  A  referral  form  is  mailed  home  to 
parents  when  a  child  fails  which  is  to  be  returned  to  the 
school  nurse  after  the  child  has  been  evaluated  by  an  eye 
special ist. 

4.  Hearing  Testing.  Again  a  referral  of  failure  is  sent 
home.  Please  return  after  medical  needs  have  been 
establ ished. 

5.  Blood  pressures  are  done  as  part  of  our  screening 
process. 

6.  Screening  for  scoliosis  (curvature  of  the  spine)  as 
required  by  the  State  is  done  in  grades  5,  6,  7,  &  8. 
Concerns  are  followed  by  the  school  physician  or 
physician's  assistant  as  was  the  case  this  year. 
Referrals  to  outside  agencies  are  made  as  deemed 
necessary. 

7.  All  screening  results  are  sent  to  parents  yearly. 

8.  Immunizations  are  administered  on  an  individual  basis 
with  prior  parental  permission  as  required  by  the  State. 
A  second  MMR  measles,  mumps.  Rubella)  is  also  required  by 
the  state  prior  to  entering  grade  7  and  is  provided. 

9.  Under  the  provision  of  RSA  541:  Any  pupil  in  grades  K-12 
who  is  required  to  take  medication  prescribed  by  a 
physician  during  the  school  day  must  meet  the  following 
requirements: 

A.  Letter  of  permission  from  parent 

B.  Written  statement  from  physician 

C.  Medication  must  be  properly  labeled 

D.  A  "Hold  Harmless"  form  signed  by  parent  on  file 

10.  First  aid  and  emergency  care. 

11.  Preschool  Vision  &  Hearing  clinic  made  available  each 
spring  for  children  ages  4-6. 

12.  Annual  DIAL  (Developmental  Inventory  for  Assessment  of 
Learning)  screening  for  ages  3-5.
